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DODEA director accused of abusing authority

WASHINGTON — A _ federal 
teachers union is demanding a full 
investigation into allegations that 
the director of the Defense Depart- 
ment’s worldwide network of schools 
for military dependents routinely 
abused her office by steering jobs to 
relatives and friends, arranging re- 
treats at luxury spas and resorts and 
misusing a government credit card. 


Those and _ other allegations 
against Shirley Miles, the direc- 
tor of the Department of Defense 
Education Activity, are contained in 
hundreds of pages of documents and 
e-mails submitted last month to the 
department’s inspector general by a 
longtime DODEA employee and for- 
mer assistant to Miles. 

“These allegations are very trou- 
bling and, if true, indicate serious 
problems in the management of 


DODEA,” said Michael Priser, presi- 
dent of the Federal Education Associ- 
ation, which represents nearly 8,000 
teachers working in DOD classrooms 
around the world. “FEA calls upon 
the inspector general to investigate 
these allegations thoroughly.” 
Officials in the Inspector General’s 
Office declined to comment on the 
allegations against Miles, submitted 
by Belinda Croteau, a 24-year feder- 
al employee who served as an admin-

istrative assistant to Miles from July 
2008 to July 2009. However, a DOD 
official said on condition of anonym- 
ity that the office was looking into the 
complaints. 

A spokeswoman for Miles, Elaine 
Kanellis, referred questions about 
Croteau’s allegations to the Inspec- 
tor General’s Office. Kanellis said 
Miles would have no comment on the 
allegations.

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Marines see sharp 
inerease in suicides

Recently released figures 
show Marines are taking their 
own lives at alarmingly high 
rates, and deployments appear 
to be taking a toll. 

Through September, the Ma- 
rines have recorded 38 con- 
firmed or suspected suicides in 
2009. Should the pace continue 
through the end of the year, the 
Marines would be facing a 20 
percent increase from 2008 fig- 
ures. Suicides also rose 27 per- 
cent from 2007 to 2008. 

Ten suspected suicides this 
year remain under investiga- 
tion, but those are classified as 
suicides because there is strong 
evidence to suggest that those 
Marines took their own lives, 
said Navy Cmdr. Aaron Wer- 
bel, suicide prevention program 
manager for the Marine Corps.

While a recent Marine Corps 
report indicates that fewer than 
42 percent of Marines who have 
committed suicide since 2001 
had a deployment history, 56 of 
the 80 Marines who have taken 
their lives in the last two years 
have been to the war zones. That 
70 percent figure is higher than 
Army figures for 2008, during 
which 61 percent of those who 
committed suicide were either 
deployed or had a deployment 
history. 

Marine officials said they 
could not pinpoint an exact 
cause for the increase. 

But, Werbel said, “A signifi- 
cant contributing factor is the 
operational tempo.” 

Dan Reidenberg, a_ psy- 
chologist and executive director 
of Suicide Awareness Voices 
of Education, or SAVE, said he

Lawmakers concerned brain injuries overlooked in awards process

ARLINGTON, Va. — Congress 
will ask the Defense Depart- 
ment to review its procedures 
for awarding the Purple Heart to 
troops suffering from traumatic 
brain injury, whom some law- 
makers feel are being overlooked 
by the awards process. 

Troops suffering from con- 
cussions resulting from enemy 
explosions are eligible for the 
Purple Heart, but Rep. Bill Pas- 
crell, D-N.J., didn’t think the De- 
fense Department was applying 
this standard to troops with TBI. 

“T’ve read the criteria over and 
over again for the Purple Heart,” 
Pascrell said in September.

“The regulations are fine. I take 
exception and take issue with 
how DOD has interpreted these 
regulations.” 

That’s why he and Rep. Todd 
Platts, R-Pa., inserted language 
into the fiscal 2010 National De- 
fense Authorization Act requiring 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
to report back to Congress by 
March 31. The House approved 
the measure 281-146 on Thurs- 
day. The Senate had not sched- 
uled a final vote on the measure 
as of deadline Thursday.

a wound that merits the Purple 
Heart. 

In November 2004, his vehicle 
was hit by a roadside bomb in 
Iraq. He appeared OK, but he suf- 
fered with an undiagnosed case 
of TBI for nearly three years, and 
it almost cost him his marriage. 

Even though he is doing better, 
he will never be able to hold down 
a job again and he needs a satel- 
lite navigation system to get to his 
mother’s house because he can’t 
remember the way. 

“TBI is a serious injury,” he 
said. “It might not look like it be- 
cause you’re not missing a limb 
or you don’t have a scar to show, 
but for the rest of your life, you 
are different and impaired in 


some way. 

“For the rest of your life, you’re 
going to have problems holding a 
job. For the rest of your life, you’re 
going to have problems with your 
relationship with your family.” 

McMichael said he is not con- 
cerned with getting a Purple 
Heart for his TBI, but for troops 
still in the military, it would be a 
badge of honor. 

“When it comes down to it: 
That Purple Heart is what truly 
says: ‘I was wounded in action for 
my country,” he said. “Talk is 
talk, but that award is what backs 
it up.”

believes deployments are a factor 
in servicemembers’ suicides. 

“T think current people (in the 
military) have been deployed 
multiple times and that is creat- 
ing stress,’ Reidenberg said. “I 
think it is the constant ongoing 
battle within as well as the battle 
outside those men and women (in 
the military) are fighting.” 

SAVE, a nonprofit organization 
based in Bloomington, Minn., 
was created about 20 years ago 
to raise awareness about suicide 
and to help prevent it. Reidenberg 
spoke to 5,000 Marines about sui- 
cide prevention at a base in North 
Carolina in May, he said. 

The Marines are taking aim at 
the problem with a new top-down 
program called NCO Suicide Pre- 
vention Training. 

The program requires Marine 
leaders from every base to select 
three noncommissioned officers 
to attend weeklong suicide pre- 
vention training in Quantico, Va. 
Navy corpsmen and other Navy 
personnel assigned to the Corps 
are included in the training. 

“NCOs are being trained to 
look out for changes in person- 
ality, distress, and changes in 
sleeping patterns [to spot possible 
signs that a person is suicidal],” 
Werbel said. 

“We are telling NCOs, you have 
to know your Marines ... so you 
can see changes in behavior.” 

Those enlisted leaders will 
then give three days of training 
to NCOs at the battalion level, 
who will in turn give a half-day 
of training to all other Marine 
NCOs. 


Taking a page from the Army 
suicide prevent program, the 
Marine training includes a video 
presentation. In the videos, Ma- 
rines who attempted suicide and 
family members of those who 
have committed suicide share 
their experiences. 

Other parts of the program 
feature people acting out various 
situations. 

“TI think it can be very effec- 
tive,” Reidenberg said about the 
Marines program. 

The program should have an 
impact, especially with the “very 
real” videos in this age of tech- 
nology, he said. Reidenberg also 
praised the Marines’ top-down 
approach. 

The Marines started to develop 
the suicide prevention program 
before this year’s figures came to 
light. 

“The reason we started doing 
it is our numbers were higher 
for 2008 compared to 2007,” said 
Bryan Driver, spokesman for 
the Personal and Family Readi- 
ness Division at the Marines 
Headquarters. 

The Marines will have a pretty 
good idea if the program is work- 
ing if the suicide rate drops, Re- 
idenberg said. 

“You can’t ever say for sure 
that it was the program, but you 
can definitely say there was an 
impact.” 

Like the Marine Corps suicide 
prevention program, the Army 
videos also highlight spotting 
signs that indicate a person may 
be suicidal and situations where 
a soldier may have to deal with a 
suicidal buddy.

It also trains some soldiers to 
be facilitators. Facilitators may 
not be qualified to train other 
soldiers in suicide prevention, 
but they would learn how to talk 
informally to other troops about 
the issue, said Army spokesman 
Wayne Hall. 

In addition to programs such 
as NCO Suicide Prevention train- 
ing, the Marines — like the Army 
— are addressing the issue by 
trying to help troops get over the 
stigma of seeking help. 

“We are really trying to bust 
through that stigma. This isn’t a 
career-ender,” Werbel said. 

“The career ender could be not 
getting help.”

dence Croteau forwarded to the inspector 
general — and which were reviewed by 
Stars and Stripes — allege that, among 
other things, Miles: 

m@ Directed that DODEA officials hire 
her daughter-in-law as a teacher, bypass- 
ing veterans and other qualified candi- 
dates and violating merit principles; 

™ Improperly hired friends for several 
high-level area superintendent positions, 
concealing her personal connections to 
the candidates during the interview and 
selection process; 

m Misused a government credit card 
to purchase a computer which she subse- 
quently refused to use because she did not 
like its red color; 

™ Ordered subordinates to purchase 
more expensive, upgradable airline tickets 
for her travel because “I believe because 
we travel so much that we have the right to 
be comfortable when we fly;” and 

™@ Arranged staff conferences at luxury 
spa resorts when free government facili- 
ties were available. 

Moreover, Croteau alleged, Miles fre- 
quently harassed DODEA staff members 
she disliked and directed that staff e-mail 
accounts be searched for evidence of 
leaks. 

“I saw how she malevolently attacks 
good people for no good reason and ha- 


for no good reason and harasses them to the 
point that they retire or quit. ‘ 


rasses them to the point that they retire or 
quit,” Croteau said in an interview. 

Croteau, who now works at the Defense 
Human Resource Activity, said she is not 
a disgruntled former DODEA employee. 
Instead, she said, she left her position as 
Miles’ assistant after Miles allegedly di- 
rected that her daughter-in-law be hired 
for a teaching position ahead of more 
qualified military veterans. 

“When I saw these happenings, I really 
couldn’t stay any longer,” she said. 

Miles has been DODEA director since 
June 2008. Prior to coming to DODEA, 
she was superintendent of the Tempe 
Union High School District in Arizona. 

In e-mails, Miles repeatedly asked 
DODEA officials if they have found a job 
for Stephanie Ermel, now her daughter-in- 
law and a kindergarten teacher at Kadena 
Elementary School on Okinawa. 

“Anything for Stephanie yet?” she wrote 
in an April 26 e-mail. “My son is bugging 
me, they want to get married in July!!!” 

In other e-mails, Miles corresponded

with Paul Dellacroce about his applica- 
tion for an area superintendent position in 
Europe. 

The two refer to each other as “city girl” 
and “country boy,” even though Miles 
claimed to have no connections with him, 
according to the minutes of a DODEA 
meeting last June. After Dellacroce was 
hired, Croteau said, Miles acknowledged 
that they had, in fact, known each other 
for years and got their teaching certifi- 
cates together. 

In her complaint, Croteau also alleges 
that Miles has had three laptops pur- 
chased for her using government money in 
the brief time she’s been in the position. 

“She didn’t like the shade of red of the 
first computer so a second computer was 
procured for her which she also didn’t like 
— she now uses a regular silver laptop,” 
Croteau wrote. 

Croteau also gave information to the 
Inspector General’s Office showing that 
Miles demanded that she be booked on 
flights that exceeded the rate permitted 


flights to Bahrain via Dubai — an unau- 
thorized route — because they intended to 
vacation in Dubai. 

That would have cost about $6,000, but 
Miles eventually went through Frankfurt, 
costing about $2,300, after the original 
plan came under scrutiny by Kevin Kelly, 
DODEA’s associate director for financial 
and business operations. 

Miles is also accused of scheduling 
DODEA conferences in luxury resort lo- 
cations, despite having free access to a 
government conference facility in Geor- 
gia. DODEA held a conference in April at 
the Pointe Hilton Squaw Peak Resort near 
Tempe, Ariz., just months after AIG ex- 
ecutives came under fire for holding a re- 
treat at the same resort during the height 
of the government financial bailout. 

Said Priser, the FEA president: “If Dr. 
Miles ordered a conference at the Squaw 
Peak Resort using appropriated funds, and 
AIG’s stay at the same spa resort resulted 
in calls for the AIG head to step down for 
wasting taxpayer money, this would raise 
significant questions about Dr. Miles’ 
judgment and sensitivity to prudent use of 
appropriated funds.”

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‘T'wo policemen killed in Kabul 
blast credited with saving lives

KABUL— A bomb blast ripped 
through the capital as Afghans 
made their way to work Thurs- 
day morning, killing at least 17 
people and wounding another 76 
outside the Ministry of the Inte- 
rior and just alongside the Indian 
Embassy. 

Two police officers were among 
those killed and another 13 police 
officers were wounded, a minis- 
try statement said. 

The Interior Ministry said 
the bombing was the work of a 
suicide bomber in a 4x4 vehicle 
laden with explosives. The As- 
sociated Press reported that the 
Taliban claimed responsibility 
for the attack. 

The bombing sent reverbera- 
tions through the Afghan secu- 
rity forces as well as the Indian 
Embassy, which was the site of 
a deadly bombing last year that 
killed more than 50 people includ- 
ing the Indian defense attache. It 
wasn’t clear Thursday whether 
the Afghan government or the 
embassy was the target of the 
bombing. 

“We think the target was the In- 
dian Embassy but it would really 
be too early to say,” said Zamarai 
Bashary, spokesman for the Inte- 
rior Ministry. “We are still in the 
early hours of the investigation 
and it is ongoing.” 

The interior minister com- 
mended the two police officers 
who were killed when they 
stopped the suicide bomber in 
his vehicle as he pulled up to the 
gate at the end of the road leading 
to both the ministry’s passport 
office and the Indian Embassy, 
Bashary said. 

The bomber then detonated his 
vehicle at the checkpoint, killing 
the two officers. 

“They gave their lives to pro- 
tect the people of Afghanistan and 
their countrymen from dying,” 
Bashary said. “There could have 
been much heavier casualties. 
These two police officers did an 
extraordinary job.” 

Earlier, a ministry statement 
condemned the bombing, say- 
ing it was work of the enemies of 
Afghanistan. 

“They are not human beings,” 
the statement said. “They are not 
Afghans.” 

The statement appeared to be 
a veiled reference to Pakistan, 
which is considered the base for 
Taliban and al-Qaida insurgents. 

Officials have yet to deter- 
mine who was behind the power- 
ful bomb, but the violent assault 
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Ahmad Rashad Sharpoor leans over the hospital bed of his brother 
Ismail Mohammad Sharpoor, 45, who was wounded in a powerful 
bomb blast Thursday morning outside the Ministry of Interior and 


the Indian Embassy. 


in the heart of the capital was a 
stark reminder of the reach and 
power of the insurgency that has 
gained momentum in most of the 
country. 

Attacks in the capital have 
stepped up since the lead up to 
presidential elections in August 
that have since been tainted with 
allegations of fraud. 

If the attack targeted the Indi- 
an Embassy, suspicion would still 
be directed at Pakistan, India’s 
archrival. 

The 8:30 a.m. blast sent a bar- 
rage of wounded to the city’s 
main hospitals. At Jamhoriat 
Hospital just down the road from 
the blast, 37 wounded arrived for 
treatment, according to the gov- 
ernment’s hospitals spokesman, 
Dr. Sayed Kabir Amiry. 

The decapitated body of a 
young man was brought to the 
hospital morgue where a phar- 
macist said the victim was 22 
years old. 

Inside, relatives cried at the 
bedsides of blast survivors. 

“IT am not crying just because 
my brother is hurt. I am cry- 
ing because of all the Afghans in 
here, some hurt very seriously,” 
said Fareed Ahmad, standing 
over the bed of his brother Bashir, 
who was lightly injured. Bashir’s 
co-worker was seriously hurt. 

“The foreign forces here are 
able to take care of security 
in Afghanistan,’ he lamented. 
“Why aren’t they keeping us 
safe? What is their goal here in 
Afghanistan?” 

Ismail Mohammad Sharpoor, 
a security guard, was on his way 


to work at the nearby Afghan 
Women’s Education Center when 
the explosion was set off. He was 
lightly wounded in his hand and 
face. 

“Tt’s ridiculous that they kill in- 
nocent people,” he said, his wife 
and two brothers huddled around 
him. “It’s insane.” 

His wife, Arafa Sharpoor, said 
tearfully that their four children 
at home did not know their fa- 
ther had been hurt. She said her 
daughter called her earlier but 
Arafa did not have the heart to 
tell her the truth. Instead, she 
said that they were both safe at 
the office. 

“Why are they doing these 
things?” asked Sharpoor’s broth- 
er, Abdul Jaleel Saburi. “We are 
all Muslim. Why are they kill- 
ing innocent people? If they want 
to kill foreign troops, if they see 
them as the enemy, then why are 
they killing innocent civilians?” 

In an emergency room bed, two 
cousins lay side by side wearing 
head bandages. Sameem Ka- 
reem, 14, and Nakhybullah Hay- 
dur, 20, were sitting outside their 
family photo shop when the bomb 
went off. Still in shock, the two 
said they’d both been injured in a 
bomb blast in the same area two 
years ago. 

After living through yet an- 
other blast, the two cousins were 
thankful. 

“We are lucky to survive,” said 
Haydur.

CAMP HANSEN, Okinawa — 
They died together on the battle- 
field in Afghanistan. 

On Thursday, they were re- 
membered as individuals: the guy 
who worked at surf shops during 
high school, the “down-to-earth” 
guitar player, the avid sports- 
man, and the strongman who still 
could bench-press 400 pounds. 

Hundreds packed the Camp 
Hansen Base Theater to cele- 
brate the lives of 1st Lt. Michael 
E. Johnson, Gunnery Sgt. Edwin 
W. Johnson, Gunnery Sgt. Aaron 
M. Kenefick and Petty Officer 3rd 
Class James R. Layton. The three 
Okinawa-based Marines and the 
Navy corpsman were assigned to 
an embedded training team with 
the Combined Security Transi- 
tion Command, which trains and 
equips Afghan security forces, 
in the Sarkani district of Kunar 
province. They were killed in an 
ambush Sept. 8. 

On the stage at the theater 
Thursday were four upturned 
rifles with dog tags hanging 
from each, four sets of boots 
and four helmets. Photos of the 
four flashed on the theater’s big 
screen as friends and brothers- 
in-arms addressed the audience 
during the solemn ceremony. 

Master Sgt. Russell Norman- 
din tearfully recounted Michael 
Johnson’s first few months as a 
platoon leader. 

It was a “big brother-little 
brother” relationship, Norman- 
din said of the 25-year-old officer 
who loved the beach. 

“T always thought he had an old 
Marine soul in him,” he said. “He 
always instilled a great sense of 
pride in his Marines.” 

Being able to bench-press 400 
pounds at age 31 was a source of 
pride for Edwin Johnson, Chief 
Warrant Officer 4 Emiliano De- 
leon told the audience. 

Layton was remembered fondly 
by Petty Officer 3rd Class Renny 
Vitug as a “simple, down-to-earth 
guy who could play anything on

Official says Obama focusing on al-Qaida, not Taliban

WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama is prepared to ac- 
cept some Taliban involvement 
in Afghanistan’s political future 
and appears inclined to send only 
as many more U.S. troops to Af- 
ghanistan as are needed to keep 
al-Qaida at bay, a senior adminis- 
tration official said Thursday. 

The sharpened focus’ by 


Obama’s team on fighting al- 
Qaida above all other goals, and 
downgrading the emphasis on the 
Taliban, comes as the administra- 
tion is engaged in a methodical 
but intensely debated review of 
how to overhaul the increasingly 
unpopular 8-year-old war. 
Though aides stress that the 
president’s final decision is still at 
least two weeks or more away, the 
emerging thinking suggests that 


he would be very unlikely to favor 
a large military ramp-up of the 
kind being advocated by the top 
U.S. commander in Afghanistan, 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal. 

McChrystal’s troop request is 
said to include a range of options 
for Obama, from adding as few 
as 10,000 combat troops to — the 
general’s strong preference — as 
many as 40,000. 

Obama’s developing strategy on 


the Taliban will “not tolerate their 
return to power,” the senior offi- 
cial said. But the U.S. would only 
fight to keep the Taliban from 
retaking control of Afghanistan’s 
central government — something 
it is now far from being capable of 
— and from giving renewed sanc- 
tuary in Afghanistan for al-Qaida, 
the official said. 

Bowing to the reality that the 
Taliban is too ingrained in Af- 


ghanistan’s culture to ever be en- 
tirely defeated, the administration 
also is prepared, as it has been for 
some time, to accept some Tal- 
iban role in parts of Afghanistan, 
the official said. 

That could mean paving the 
way for Taliban members willing 
to renounce violence to participate 
in a central government. It might 
even mean ceding some regions 
of the country to the Taliban.

Ignoring veto threat, 
House OKs F-35 engine 


WASHINGTON — Despite a 
vaguely worded veto threat by 
President Barack Obama, the 
House on Thursday easily adopt- 
ed a major defense policy bill that 
calls for continued development 
of a costly alternative engine for 
the Pentagon’s next-generation 
fighter jet. 

The House approved the mea- 
sure 281-146. The annual defense 
authorization bill would guide the 
Pentagon budget for the fiscal 
year that began last week. The 
measure now goes to the Senate. 

Obama’s veto threat involves a 
program to develop an alternative 
engine for the F-35 Joint Strike 
Fighter, the Air Force’s multi- 
mission fighter for the future. The 
White House says that spending 
on a second engine is unneces- 


did not return calls for comment 
on the document, which was re- 
viewed by The Associated Press. 

The military halted production 
of the helicopters at the Lockheed 
plant in Owego in May. The com- 
pany cut 600 jobs as a result. 

The government spent close to 
$3.2 billion on the project before 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
killed it. Cost overruns and delays 
plagued the helicopter program 
due partly to plans by the Bush 
administration to incorporate ad- 
vanced capabilities on the aircraft 
following the Sept. 11 attacks.

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, 
Japan — The ring of bases sur- 
rounding Tokyo made it through 
Typhoon Melor’s landfall with- 
out major incident, officials said 
Thursday. 

No major storm-related inju- 
ries or damage were reported 
at any bases following Melor’s 
movement across the Kanto Plain 
on Thursday morning. 

The storm came ashore around 
5 a.m. about 160 miles southwest 
of Tokyo in Aichi Prefecture, 
packing 90 mph sustained winds 
and 123 mph gusts, accord- 


ing to the Japan Meteorological 
Agency. 

Yokosuka Naval Base experi- 
enced minor damage due to wind 
and rain, spokesman Ben Avey 


said Thursday. 

A small rockslide at Gridley 
Tunnel posed no major problem, 
Avey said. A tree was uprooted 
at Negishi Housing Area in Yo- 
kohama but caused no property 
damage, he added. 

Camps Zama and Fuji suffered 
no damage, officials said. 

Maintenance crews tended to 
little beyond a few fallen branch- 
es at Yokota Air Base, spokesman 
Maj. Chris Watt said. 

By Thursday afternoon, Melor’s 
center was about 150 miles north 
of Tokyo. The storm was expect- 
ed to turn eastward and collapse 
over the colder ocean waters. 

Japanese officials have _ re- 
ported two storm-related deaths 
and about 59 people injured as 
of Thursday afternoon, accord- 
ing to Japan’s Yomiuri Shimbun 
newspaper.

One man was killed when his 
motorbike hit a downed tree in 
Wakayama Prefecture, south of 
Osaka, while another was killed 
by a falling tree just north of 
Tokyo. 

Electricity was being restored 
to 500,000 homes that lost power 
during the storm, according to an 
Associated Press report. 

Japanese television stations 
showed images of flooded neigh- 
borhoods, roofless houses and 
scattered debris. However, the 
storm weakened as it moved 
north and the eye never crossed 
over Tokyo. 

Strong winds largely subsided 
by noon in the Tokyo area and 
gave way to sunny skies.

Civilian’s service dog a rare sight in Japan

TOKYO — Before Oliver, Karen Howard didn’t 
want to leave her Maryland home. With Oliver, she’s 
traveling Japan. 

About 20 years ago, Howard was diagnosed with 
Machado-Joseph disease, a neurological condition 
that causes slurred speech and loss of balance. Over 
time, Howard went from steady steps to needing a 
cane. 

By 2004, the cane wasn’t enough. Instead of a 
walker, she opted for a specially-trained service 
dog, one that could steady her gait and help her pick 
up things outside her reach. 

Through Fidos for Freedom, a group that helps 
match service dogs with people who need them, she 
got a Labrador-golden retriever male called Oliver. 

“Now that I have Oliver, Pll go anywhere,” 
said Howard, 49. So when her husband, Bryan, 
a Department of Defense civilian worker, got a 
chance in 2007 to take a three-year assignment at 
Misawa Air Base, the family didn’t hesitate. 

They did, however, have to figure out how to live 
in Japan with an American service dog. Misawa vet 
officials said they couldn’t recall another service 
dog coming to Japan before or since. 

Because Japan does not have rabies, the Japanese 
government requires that all incoming dogs to have 
microchips, receive two rabies inoculations, and 
wait 180 days to build immunity to the infection. 

Families can do the 180-day quarantine at their 
stateside homes and provide the proper paperwork 
when they enter Japan. Military families PCSing 


to Japan can bring their dogs before the 180 days 
elapses as long as they keep the pets on base, both 
Japanese and base officials said. Those living off 
base must put their dogs in Japanese or military 
kennels during the quarantine. 

But Japan makes an exception for service dogs, 
according to at Kazuhiro Yonekawa, an official 
at Japan’s Animal Quarantine Service office at 
Narita International Airport. “You can’t separate 
the owner and the dog,” he said. 

Howard and Oliver were allowed to begin trav- 
eling throughout Japan in the fall of 2007, even 
though the dog’s quarantine was at about the 70-day 
mark, Howard said. 

Yet there was another hoop to jump through: 
Japan’s requirement that service dogs be certified. 

Arima’s group worked with Fidos for Freedom to 
establish Oliver’s credentials, but because Howard 
and Oliver are considered visitors, the certification 
for Oliver, now 8, must be renewed each month. 

With the certification came an identification card 
for Howard and official permission for her to take 
the dog wherever she wants to go, including trains, 
restaurants, stores and museums. 

After two years living in Japan, Howard, her hus- 
band, and their three teenage children have grown 
accustomed to frequenting places that welcome 
Oliver. Howard says she once felt self-conscious 
about her symptoms. 

“Now, people don’t see me,” she said. “They see Ol- 
iver. It’s brought me a good deal of independence.”

STOCKHOLM — Herta Muel- 
ler, a little-known Romanian- 
born author who was persecuted 
for her critical depictions of life 
behind the Iron Curtain, won the 
2009 Nobel Prize in literature 
Thursday in an award seen as a 
nod to the 20th anniversary of 
communism’s collapse. 

The decision was expected to 
keep alive the controversy sur- 
rounding the academy’s pattern 
of awarding the prize to Euro- 
pean writers. 

Mueller, a member of Roma- 
nia’s ethnic German minority, 
was honored for work that “with 
the concentration of poetry and 
the frankness of prose, depicts the 
landscape of the dispossessed,” 
the Swedish Academy said. 

“I am very surprised and still 
can not believe it,” Mueller said in 


a_ statement 
released by 
her publish- 
er in Ger- 
] many, where 
she is widely 
renowned. 
“I can’t say 
|} anything 
more at the 
moment.” 

Mueller, 
56, made her 
debut in 1982 with a collection 
of short stories titled ‘“Niederun- 
gen,” or “Nadirs,” depicting the 
harshness of life in a small, Ger- 
man-speaking village in Roma- 
nia. It was promptly censored by 
the communist government. 

In 1984 an uncensored version 
was smuggled to Germany, where 
it was published and devoured 
by readers. That work was fol- 
lowed by “Oppressive Tango” in 
Romania but she was eventually 
prohibited from publishing inside

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her country for her criticism of 
dictator Nicolae Ceausescu’s rule 
and its feared secret police, the 
Securitate. 

“The Romanian national press 
was very critical of these works 
while, outside of Romania, the 
German press received them very 
positively,” the Academy said. 

Mueller is the third European 
to win the prize in a row and the 
10th German. 

Mueller emigrated to Germany 
with her husband in 1987. Most of 
her work is in German, but some 
works have been translated into 
English, French and Spanish, 
including “The Passport,” ‘The 
Land of Green Plums,” “Trav- 
eling on One Leg” and “The 
Appointment.” 

Mueller’s latest novel, “Atem- 
schaukel,” or “Swinging Breath” 
is up for this year’s German Book 
Prize to be announced Monday.

ISLAMABAD — The Paki- 
stani government fought back 
against army criticism of a pro- 
posed multibillion-dollar U.S. aid 
package Thursday, arguing that 
the military had no reservations 
about taking such assistance 
when it ruled the country two 
years ago. 

The debate came at a time 
when the U.S. hoped to unite all 
sides as the military prepared for 
an expected offensive against the 
Taliban and al-Qaida along the 
nation’s northwest border with 
Afghanistan. 

The country’s pro-U.S. gov- 
ernment has been _ suddenly 
swamped with a wave of opposi- 
tion to the package, which would 
provide $1.5 billion a year over 
the next five years to Pakistan, 
tripling nonmilitary assistance 
to the country. It also authorizes 
“such sums as may be necessary” 
for counterterrorism assistance 
— but only if it cracks down on 
militancy and other conditions. 

The army brass raised “serious 
concern” Wednesday over strings 
attached to the bill, bolstering op- 
position politicians who have said 
the conditions would lead to U.S. 
meddling in Pakistan’s affairs. 

Underpinning the debate was 
the ongoing tensions between the 
fragile civilian government and 
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the country’s powerful military, 
which ruled Pakistan for about 
half of its 62-year history. 

Farhatullah Babar, President 
Ali Asif Zardari’s chief spokes- 
man, said previous U.S. aid 
packages negotiated under Gen. 
Pervez Musharraf, who ran a 
military government here for 
eight years beginning in 1999, 
contained similar clauses and the 
army never complained. 

“Why this protest now?” he 
asked. 

He also said the army should 
not have gone public with its 
concerns. 

“There are proper forums like 
the defense committee of the Cab- 
inet and the Ministry of Defense 
for communication of such views 
and participating in the decision 
making process,” he said. “Why 
this was bypassed, I don’t know.” 

He strongly defended the aid 
package, saying “there is noth- 
ing against the national interest 
in the bill.” 

The bill conditions U.S. aid on 
whether Pakistan’s government 
maintains effective control over 
the military, including its bud- 
gets, the chain of command and 
top promotions. The U.S. bill also 
includes yearly certifications that 
Pakistan is making a sustained 
commitment to combating ter- 
rorist groups and cooperating 
in stopping the proliferation of 
nuclear weapons. 


seoul: Sanctions on North Korea should remain in place

SEOUL — U.N. sanctions on 
North Korea must remain in 
place even if the communist na- 
tion comes back to international 


nuclear disarmament _ talks, 
South Korea’s foreign minister 
said Thursday. 


North Korean leader Kim Jong 
Il said Monday that his govern- 
ment is willing to rejoin the six- 
nation nuclear talks depending 
on progress in its negotiations 
with the United States. Pyong- 
yang withdrew from the six-party 
talks after conducting a rocket 
test in April and a nuclear test in 
May. It said at the time it would 
never return to the talks, which 
also involve China, Japan, the two 
Koreas, Russia and the U.S. 

South Korean Foreign Minis- 
ter Yu Myung-hwan expressed 
doubts about the North’s state- 
ment, saying Pyongyang’s “true 
intentions are unclear.” 

Yu cited the regime’s track re- 
cord of reaching disarmament 


pacts and then backtracking after 
receiving aid and concessions. 

“It’s impossible to halt or lift 
sanctions just because North 
Korea returns to dialogue,” Yu 
said, adding that all five countries 
negotiating with the North are 
united in that position. 

Yu said the North is showing 
a “dual attitude of offering to 
talk while continuing nuclear 
development.” 

The U.N. Security Council im- 
posed the sanctions to punish the 
North for its second nuclear test. 

An earlier U.N. sanctions 
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resolution, adopted 
after Pyongyang’s first 
atomic test in 2006, was 
never enforced in ear- 
nest after Pyongyang 
agreed later to disarma- 
ment talks. 

Yu said the same 
mistake should not be 
repeated. 

Kim Jong I1’s offer of 
dialogue, made during 
talks with Chinese Prime 
Minister Wen Jiabao, reflects 
Pyongyang’s desire for direct en- 
gagement with Washington. 
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The Obama admin- 
istration has said that 
might be possible but 
any talks should be part 
of the six-nation nego- 
tiations aimed at end- 
ing the North’s nuclear 


programs. 
China’s nuclear 
envoy, Vice Foreign 


Minister Wu _ Dawei, 
said Wednesday that 
Pyongyang’s readiness 
to hold discussions with the U.S. is 
a positive development that could 
pave the way for a resumption of 
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the stalled six-party talks. 

“There are various types of 
dialogues within the framework 
of the six-party talks. China has 
always supported bilateral dia- 
logues between all the relevant 
parties. ... A dialogue between 
North Korea and the U.S. is an im- 
portant step under the framework 
of the six-party talks,” Wu said in 
remarks posted on the ministry’s 
official Web site. 

“T hope the dialogue between 
North Korea and the U.S. can 
achieve concrete progress,” he 
added.

Health care feud goes on

WASHINGTON — The Senate’s 
top Democrat on Thursday ac- 
cused Republicans of a strategy 
of “distortion, distractions and 
deception” on health care as he 
announced a pivotal committee 
will vote next week on a compre- 
hensive bill. Republicans said the 
legislation still costs too much and 
expands the reach of government. 

Majority Leader Harry Reid 
said the Finance Committee will 
vote Tuesday on a 10-year, $829- 
billion proposal that would expand 
coverage to 94 percent of eligible 
Americans while reducing the 
federal deficit.

Reid said. “Let me be clear: Just 
as Democrats believe in ensur- 
ing quality, affordable care for 
every American citizens, we be- 
lieve equally as strongly that this 
country has no place for those who 
wish for it or its leaders to fail.” 

He challenged Republicans to 
be “productive partners rather 
than partisan protesters” 

Senate Republican Leader 
Mitch McConnell of Kentucky 
wasted no time in responding.

Congress repeals federal 
pay-for-performance program

WASHINGTON — Lawmak- 
ers Wednesday repealed a con- 
troversial pay-for-performance 
program. 

The repeal of the National Se- 
curity Personnel System (NSPS) 
came as part of a compromise 
House and Senate members an- 
nounced in their negotiations 
over the Defense Department au- 
thorization bill.

Such instructions 
could explain a critical missing 
piece of the high-profile terror- 
ism case — why authorities could 
not find actual explosives. 

Two officials, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because 
they were not authorized to dis- 
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cuss the case, told The Associated 
Press that as Zazi drove, he was 
in communication with associ- 
ates, and one of the officials said 
investigators believe the commu- 
nications included instructions 
for the associates to purchase 
more chemicals for homemade 
bombs. 

The officials did not describe 
the nature of the communication, 
but court documents indicate 
investigators have been examin- 
ing Zazi’s cell phone and e-mail 
traffic. 

Court documents indicate that 
the 24-year-old Zazi and others 
were hitting beauty supply stores, 
buying concentrated bottles of 
hydrogen peroxide hair dye. He 
and others also bought acetone — 
nail polish remover — and other 
ingredients that can be used to 
make a powerful and highly un- 
stable explosive called triacetone 
triperoxide, or TATP. The same 
explosive was used by would-be 
shoe bomber Richard Reid in 
2001 and the terrorists who car- 
ried out the London bombings in 
2005 that killed 52 people. 

Zazi’s journey just before the 
anniversary of the Sept. 11 terror 
attacks set off alarm bells at the 
highest levels of government. 

Zazi has denied being involved 
in aterrorist plot, and has pleaded 
not guilty to charges. 
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NASA aims for lunar crash landing 





Probe scheduled to smash into moon’s surface in search for water

WASHINGTON — NASA will 
throw a one-two punch at the big 
old moon Friday and the whole 
world will have ringside seats for 
the lunar dust-up. 

NASA will slam a_ used-up 
spacecraft into the moon’s south 
pole to kick up a massive plume 
of lunar dirt and then scour it to 
see if there’s any water or ice. The 
idea is to confirm the theory that 
water is hidden below the barren 
moonscape. 

The crashing spaceship was 
launched in June along with an 
orbiter that is now mapping the 
lunar surface. 

LCROSS — short for Lunar 
Crater Observation and Sensing 
Satellite and pronounced L-Cross 
— is on a collision course with 
the moon, attached to an empty 
2.2-ton rocket that helped get the 
probe off the ground. 

Thursday evening, about 10 
hours before smashing into the 
moon, LCROSS and its empty 
rocket will separate. 

Then comes the first part of the 
lunar assault. At 7:31 a.m. EDT, 
the larger empty rocket will crash 
into a permanently dark crater 
and kick up a 6.2-mile-high spray 
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of debris. 

Trailing just behind that rocket 
is the LCROSS satellite itself, 
beaming back to Earth live pic- 
tures of the impact and the de- 
bris plume using color cameras. 
It will scour for 
ice, fly through 
the debris cloud 
and then just four 
minutes later take

“A lot of telescopes will be tun- 
ing in,” said Terry Mann, presi- 
dent of the Astronomical League, 
an umbrella group for local ama- 
teur astronomy societies. ‘“You 
might see something you might 
not ever see again.” 

Amateurs need at least a 10- 
inch telescope to look at the crash- 
es and what they see will only be 
a small part of their overall view 
in the scope. They won’t see the 
impact itself, but the spray of de- 
bris flying up.

The title track offers an upbeat, 
pep-rally feel. It’s guaranteed to 
get fans fired up, as it did several 
thousand who braved pouring rain 
to dance and sing in a Virginia 
field at the Awakening Music Fes- 
tival a few days after the album 
hit the streets Sept. 22.

Economic slump taking 
a toll on congregations

NEW YORK — Organized reli- 
gion was already in trouble before 
the fall of 2008. Denominations 
were stagnating or shrinking, 
and congregations across faith 
groups were fretting about their 
finances. The Great Recession 
made things worse. 

It’s further drained the finan- 
cial resources of many congrega- 
tions, seminaries and religious 
day schools. Some congregations 
have disappeared and _ schools 
have been closed. In areas hit 
hardest by the recession, wor- 
shippers have moved away to find 
jobs, leaving those who remain to 
minister to communities strug- 
gling with rising home foreclo- 
sure and uncertainty. 

Religion has a long history of 
drawing hope out of suffering, but 
there’s little good news emerging 
from the recession. Long after the 
economy improves, the changes 
made today will have a profound 
effect on how people practice their 
faith, where they turn for help in 
times of stress and how they pass 
their beliefs to their children. 

“In 2010, I think we’re going to 
see 10 or 15 percent of congrega- 
tions saying they’re in serious 
financial trouble,’ says David 
Roozen, a lead researcher for the 
Faith Communities Today multi- 


faith survey, which measures 
congregational health annually. 
“With around 320,000 or 350,000 
congregations, that’s a hell of a lot 
of them.” 

The sense of community that 
holds together religious groups 
is broken when large numbers of 
people move to find work or if a 
ministry is forced to close. 

The news isn’t uniformly bad. 
Communities in some areas are 
still moving ahead with plans for 
new congregations, schools and 
ministries, religious leaders say. 

And many congregations say 
they found a renewed sense of 
purpose helping their suffering 
neighbors. Houses of worship be- 
came centers of support for the 
unemployed. Some congregants 
increased donations. At Rock 
Harbor church in Costa Mesa, 
Calif., members responded so 
generously to word of a budget 
deficit that the church ended the 
fiscal year with a surplus. 

“We're all a little dumbfound- 
ed,’ says Bryan Wilkins, the 
church business director. “We 
were hearing lots of stories about 
people being laid off, struggling 
financially and losing homes. It’s 
truly amazing.” 

Religious leaders say the next 
year or so will be key in deter- 
mining which organizations sur- 
vive the downturn intact.

House-Senate conferees 

negotiating final details 

on a fiscal 2010 defense 
authorization bill Tuesday was to 
insert language that will roll back 
an announced Oct. 1 increase 
in fees charged to TRICARE 
Standard beneficiaries for stays in 
civilian hospitals.

that the Democrat-led Congress 
couldn’t find money to support 
President Barack Obama’s call to 
phase in “concurrent receipt” for 
disabled retirees who are forced 
by ailments or injuries to leave 
service before completing 20 
years of service. 

His plan would have boosted 
the pay of 103,000 “Chapter 61” 
retirees at a cost of $5.4 billion 
over 10 years. The House alone 
had voted to take the first step, 
using dollars freed up from an en- 
ergy appropriation, to expand the 
Concurrent Receipt and Disabil- 
ity Pay program Jan. 1 to retirees 
with fewer than 20 years and dis- 
ability ratings of 100 percent or 90 
percent. 

But Senate conferees concluded 
it would violate Senate budget 
rules to take even a first step in 
Obama’s phase-in plan without 
proper funding. 

The principle behind concur- 
rent receipt is that the Department 
of Defense should pay retirees an 
annuity for total years served and 
VA should fully compensate them 
for their disabilities. For many 
thousands of disabled retirees, 
retired pay still is reduced or “off- 
set” by disability compensation.

Conferees did clear for final 
passage dozens of other initiatives: 
to raise or extend special pay and 
bonuses; to improve support for 
wounded warriors, reserve com- 
ponent personnel and their fami- 
lies; to protect and improve the 
military health program; and to 
strengthen voting rights for ser- 
vicemembers.

Jobless claims

WASHINGTON — The number 
of newly laid-off U.S. workers fil- 
ing first-time claims for jobless 
benefits fell to the lowest level 
since early January as _ layoffs 
ease a bit amid a fledgling eco- 
nomic recovery. 

The fourth drop in new claims 
in five weeks is a sign the labor 
market is slowly healing. But em- 
ployers are reluctant to hire new 
workers and the unemployment 
rate is expected to keep climbing 
well into next year. 

The Labor Department said 
Thursday that new claims for un- 
employment insurance dropped 
last week to a seasonally adjusted 
521,000, from the previous week’s 
upwardly revised total of 554,000. 

That’s better than the 540,000 
that Wall Street economists ex- 
pected, according to a survey by

Freeze TRICARE 
standard inpatient fees 


Obama administration officials, 
including Defense Secretary Rob- 
ert Gates, were taken by surprise 
when the TRICARE Management 
Activity announced Sept. 1 that 
inpatient fees under TRICARE 
Standard were to be raised this 
month, including a $110-a-day pop 
for retirees under 62, their family 
member and survivors.

25 percent of allowable costs, ef- 
fective Oct. 1, the date that a freeze 
Congress had imposed three years 
ago expired. Conferees voted to 
keep the old fees frozen through 
next September. 


Pro-rated war zone pay 


This move won’t be popular. To 
curb abuses in payment of hostile 
fire pay, imminent danger pay and 
associated tax breaks, the ser- 
vices will begin to pro-rate those 
pays, as well as hazardous duty 
pay, assignment pay and skill in- 
centive pay, based on actual days 
of qualifying service each month. 
Currently, full monthly payments 
are made if members crewing air- 
craft or visiting from headquarters 
spend as little as a day a month in 
a war zone or danger area.

Essay asks, but only time will tell

ssay contests don’t generally get a lot 
of mainstream attention. The Secre- 


tary of Defense National Security 
Essay Competition, for example — whose 
past winners and finalists have penned 
papers titled “Planning Convergence” 
and “Nation Building: A Joint Enterprise” 
— has never made media waves. Until this 
year: “The Efficacy of Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell,” the winning entry, is a breakout hit. 

Written by Col. Om Prakash while he 
was student at the National War College (he 
is now at the Pentagon), the essay offers a 
forceful rebuke of the 16-year-old policy. It 
claims there is no evidence openly gay sol- 
diers negatively affect unit performance or 
morale and concludes that “it is not time for 
the administration to reexamine the issue; 
rather, it is time for the administration to 
examine how to implement the repeal of 
the ban.” 

The essay, published in Joint Forces 
Quarterly, a scholarly journal published 
by the National Defense University Press, 
was reviewed by Adm. Michael Mullen, the 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
the nation’s highest military officer, before 
publication. 

Prakash devotes a considerable amount 
of thought to the concept of “unit cohesion,” 
a term defined by Congress as “the bonds 
of trust among individual servicemembers 
that make the combat effectiveness of a 
military unit greater than the sum of the 
combat effectiveness of the individual unit 
members.” 

Pointing out that countries such as Aus- 
tralia, Britain, Canada and Israel, which 
have lifted bans on gays in the military, 
have seen “no impact on military perfor- 
mance, readiness, cohesion or ability to 
recruit or retain,’ Prakash writes that 
the “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy “forces a 
compromise in integrity” that is ultimately 
“damaging to the unit cohesion its stated 
purpose is to preserve.” 
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The views expressed in Joint Forces 
Quarterly do not necessarily reflect those 
of the Defense Department, but policy ex- 
perts and pundits are seeing the attention 
paid to Prakash’s essay as the latest harbin- 
ger of major political change on the issue. 
Gabriel Winant of Salon.com pointed out 
that Lt. Daniel Choi, an Arabic linguist who 
was discharged from the National Guard 
earlier this year after announcing he was 
gay during a TV interview, has been invit- 
ed to speak at his alma mater, West Point. 
Nathaniel Frank, author of “Unfriendly 
Fire: How the Gay Ban Undermines the 
Military and Weakens America” and a se- 
nior research fellow at UC Santa Barbara’s 
Palm Center, calls the Prakash paper a 
watershed. 

“The Joint Forces article doesn’t mean 
that Mullen and the military are prepared 
to repeal overnight,” Frank told me. “But it 
does represent a notable contrast from the 
tone we were seeing even a year ago. In my 
experience talking to countless people in 
the military, I’ve found that the people who 
excel are the people who are prepared. 
And what we’re seeing may reflect a form 
of preparation for the tasks the military 
faces.” 

Prakash points to a 2006 Zogby poll that 
found that even though 37 percent of ser- 
vice personnel in Iraq and Afghanistan 
disagreed with a repeal of “don’t ask, don’t 
tell,” 45 percent reported that they suspect- 
ed they were serving alongside a homosex- 
ual and 23 percent said they were certain 
of it (of that 23 percent, 59 percent were 
certain because the person had told them 
directly). Such reports, Prakash indicates, 
suggest there is already a tacit acceptance 
of gay troops, although he also admits that 
the military has hurdles to overcome if it 
switches to open acceptance. 

Beyond its support for the cause of re- 
pealing “don’t ask, don’t tell,” the article 
provides chapter and verse against the 
general argument that gay rights and gay 
people diminish heterosexual rights and 








people. Its straightforward assessment of 
unit cohesion — complete with explorations 
of “task cohesion” and “social cohesion” 
and which is more important to military 
success (it’s task cohesion) — is all but a 
primer on how “lack of unit cohesion” has 
become code for something else: namely, 
old-fashioned bigotry. 

It seems clear that the idea that gay peo- 
ple pose a threat to the social fabric — an- 
other way of saying “unit cohesion” — is 
not going to disappear tomorrow, nor will 
it probably ever go away entirely. 

For a while, it looked like it would get 
its biggest push toward oblivion in the do- 
mestic realm, with the acceptance of gay 
marriage, but perhaps it will be the issue 
of gays in the military that reaches the 
tipping point first. In any case, that adage 
about everything being fair in love and war 
may soon take on a greater resonance — on 
the battlefield if not yet at the altar.

Complaints about the compa- 
nies are rampant, including con- 
cerns that poor, sick and disabled 
customers have found themselves 
without air conditioning. 


Treasure hunt turns 
into possible prank 


ST. LOUIS — An IIli- 

nois woman who set out 
on a treasure hunt for buried gold 
coins after finding a cryptic note 
in an antique rocking chair may 
have been the victim of a prolific 
prankster who died more than 30 
years ago. 

With help of a donated back- 
hoe, Patty Henken recently tore 
up a vacant lot in Springfield, IIl., 
where a typewritten note signed by 
“Chauncey Wolcott” — found in an 
old chair she bought at auction last 
November — suggested she would 
find a chest containing more than 
$250 in U.S. gold coins. 

The dig turned up nothing but 
bricks and old bottles. An Iowa 
woman who read news accounts of 
the hunt said she knows Wolcott’s 
true identity: John “Jay” Slaven, a 
notorious practical joker and coin 
collector who often used a type- 
writer in his pranks. 


Whales temporarily 
shipped to quieter place 


ATLANTA — Expansion 

of a dolphin exhibit has 
led Georgia Aquarium officials to 
ship their three beluga whales to 
Texas for a few months. 

Aquarium spokeswoman 
Meghann Gibbons says the whales 
were shipped to Sea World San An- 
tonio, Texas. They are expected to 
return to Atlanta in December. 

Gibbons says the aquarium’s 
animal husbandry department 
has been monitoring the belugas, 
which are extremely sensitive to 
sound, since construction began 
more than a year ago near their 
habitat.

The airmen left Lackland Air 
Force Base in San Antonio on 
Tuesday and will relay through 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Ala- 
bama before reaching Hurlburt 
Field in Florida on Oct. 16. 

That morning, the Air Force 
will hold a ceremony honoring an 
airman killed in Afghanistan in 
February. 

The marchers will walk 15 to 20 
miles at a time, carrying 50-pound 
ruck sacks and commemorative 
batons engraved with a fallen air- 
man’s name. 

Organizers hope to raise aware- 
ness of Air Force specialties like 
special ops and a foundation that 
helps assist the families of the 
fallen.

Hynix, also based in South 
Korea, ceased operations in Eu- 
gene about a year ago, putting 
1,000 employees and 300 contract 
workers out of a job. 

The size of the proposed dis- 
count isn’t a surprise to real es- 
tate and economic development 
experts, who say it’s often difficult 
to sell a large industrial plant built 
for a specific user and purpose.

IndyCar or NASCAR? Patrick’s secrecy over plans add intrigue to IRLs title weekend

HOMESTEAD, Fla. 
anica Patrick’s mo- 
ment of clarity came 
three years ago. 

It was the Fires- 
tone Indy 400 at Michigan Inter- 
national Speedway, a race made 
memorable by a meltdown. Pat- 
rick ran out of gas with less than 
three laps to go, climbed from 
her car and embarked on a foot- 
stomping, fist-shaking tantrum 
before taking refuge behind the 
pit wall. 

Never did it cross her mind that 
people were watching. 

“T figured, ‘Oh, the last cou- 
ple laps of the race are going on 
— they’re not looking at me right 
now,” Patrick said. “Then I kind 
of find out there was a camera fo- 
cused purely on me.” 

From the moment Patrick 
joined the Indy Racing League, 
just about all the cameras have 
been focused on her. 

Itll be that way again this 
weekend at Homestead-Miami 
Speedway when Patrick lines up 
in the season-ending Firestone 
Indy 300, with two stories likely 
taking center stage: The super- 
tight championship battle among 
Scott Dixon, Dario Franchitti and 
Ryan Briscoe, and Patrick’s plans 
for 2010 and beyond. 

“We feel pretty comfortable 
— although it’s not our announce- 
ment to make and it’s a little bit 
premature — that she’s going to 
be with us and she’s going to be 
with us for a reasonably good 
term,” said Terry Angstadt, pres- 
ident of IndyCar’s commercial 
division. “She’s a star.” 

Patrick has long said she won’t 
disclose anything until the season

ends, although The Indianapolis 
Star reported last month that she 
has agreed to a three-year exten- 
sion with Andretti Green Racing. 
Asked twice about that report last 
week, Patrick didn’t say a word 
either time. 

Her teammate, Tony Kanaan, 
can relate on some level to what 
IRL’s most marketable driver is 
going through. He handled con- 
tract renegotiations last year, 
albeit ones that didn’t command 
the attention that Patrick’s are 
getting. 

There’s long been expecta- 
tions she will eventually make 


the jump to NASCAR, likely with 
Tony Stewart’s team. 

Patrick has said she’s consider- 
ing “some NASCAR stuff,’ but 
immediately follows that up by 
insisting that no decisions have 
been made on what that means. 

The most popular theory is that 
Patrick will continue with IRL, 
and also getting experience in 
NASCAR’s Nationwide or trucks 
series, possibly next year. 

If Patrick even knows, she’s 
not saying. 

“It’s a distraction,’ Kanaan 
said. “But that’s the price that 
you pay to be a superstar, and she

old saying: You’re only as good as 
your last race. ... You have a little 
bit more confidence, I suppose, 
but I didn’t really feel that much 
different. I’m just continuously 
learning.” 

Patrick had five top-five fin- 
ishes in this season’s first eight 
races.

Coyotes beat Pens, 
remain undefeated

PITTSBURGH — The Stanley 
Cup champion Pittsburgh Pen- 
guins’ first bad game of the sea- 
son was more than that. It was 
Coyote ugly. 

Petr Prucha was knocked off 
his skates but still pushed the 
puck into the net while down on 
a Penguins player’s back in the 
second period, and the Phoenix 
Coyotes took advantage of nine 
power plays to beat Pittsburgh 3- 
0 on Wednesday night. 

Ilya Bryzgalov made 24 saves, 
only a handful of them difficult, 
as the Penguins played a flat, 
error-filled and uninspired game 
before leaving on a difficult five- 
game road trip that begins Thurs- 
day in Philadelphia. 

“We weren’t able to get a whole 
lot going. There’s no real excuse 
for it, we weren’t good at all, but 
we’ve got to move on,” captain 
Sidney Crosby said. 

Ed Jovanovski also scored on a 
power play for Phoenix, which is 
2-0 with one game remaining on 
a season-opening road trip that 
began with a 6-3 victory at Los 
Angeles.

blamed for one of the Penguins’ 
worst efforts under coach Dan 
Bylsma. 

“T don’t think our guys went 
into the game with a lackadaisi- 
cal effort,” Bylsma said. “I don’t 
think they weren’t focused on 
playing. When you don’t execute, 
you’re not paying attention to de- 
tails, and your brain’s not focused 
on what’s coming at you and mak- 
ing the right play.” 

Not much is expected this sea- 
son from the Coyotes, who are 
in financial limbo with the fran- 
chise’s future unsettled. Dave 
Tippett replaced Wayne Gretzky 
as coach late in training camp, 
yet the Coyotes have outscored 
their first two opponents 9-3. 

“T thought our speed and com- 
petitiveness drew some of the 
penalties,” Tippett said. “We re- 
ally fed off the energy of play- 
ing against the Stanley Cup 
champions.” 

Canucks 7, Canadiens 1: Hen- 
rik Sedin scored twice in a 3:37 
span of the second period and had 
an assist to lead host Vancouver to 
its first victory of the season. 

Ryan Kesler, Mason Raymond 
and Steve Bernier scored their 
first goals of the season late in the 
first period, and Mikael Samuels- 
son and Alex Burrows scored 19 
seconds apart in the third to help 
Vancouver avoid going 0-4 for the 
first time in franchise history.

TAIPEI, Taiwan — The NBA 
envisions having franchise teams 
in European cities, although 
commissioner David Stern said 
Thursday there was no timetable 
for that to happen. 

Stern was speaking in the Tai- 
wanese capital of Taipei, before 
the first-ever NBA exhibition 
game on the island. 

“There’s some good possibility 
over the course of many years, 
that if there’s appropriate arena 
development in Europe, there 
could be actual NBA franchises 
in Europe,” he said. “That’s the 
way we see the development of 
basketball in the world.” 

Earlier this week, Stern said 
the league was also planning a 
regular-season game in London 
sometime before the city hosts 
the 2012 Olympics. 

The only regular-season games 
staged outside North America 
were in Japan in the early 1990s. 

In addition to European ex- 
pansion, Stern said the NBA also 
sees affiliated leagues in other 
continents. 

“The model in Asia, probably 
in Latin America, possibly in Af- 
rica will lead us — if there’s ad- 
equate arena development — to 
having NBA affiliated leagues, 
with partners in local basketball 
federations,” Stern said. 

In Thursday’s Taipei exhibi- 
tion, the Denver Nuggets faced 
the Indiana Pacers. A capacity 
crowd of 13,000 was expected. 


Torres to miss 12-18 months 
after radical surgery 


BOSTON — Dara Torres knew 
she needed surgery on her ailing 
left knee. She didn’t expect a radi- 
cal operation and a recovery of up 
to 18 months. 

The 42-year-old, five-time 
Olympic swimmer told The As- 
sociated Press on Thursday she 
will have the reconstructive pro- 
cedure Oct. 20. Her shinbone will 
be broken to create more room 
for cartilage to grow around her 
kneecap. 

Although acknowledging she’s 
a bit “freaked out” about having 
such a major operation, Torres 
said it could give her more moti- 
vation to come back for the 2012 
London Olympics. She won three 
silver medals during the Beijing 
Games, but failed to make the top 
three in any events in this year’s 
world championships in Rome. 


West again leaves Cavs 


INDEPENDENCE, Ohio — 
Delonte West is gone again, but 
LeBron James is confident West 
will be there when it counts. 

West left the Cleveland Cava- 
liers for the second time during 
training camp, although this time 
he has the team’s blessing. 

He had unexcused absences for 
the first four practices last week 
and he missed about 10 days last 
year during the preseason while 
dealing with personal issues. He 
returned as the second-most im- 
portant player to the Cavaliers’ 
run to the Eastern Conference 
finals and James believes he can 
count on West again this year. 


“He’s one of the ones that we 
know is going to be there no mat- 
ter what,” James said Wednesday. 
“When he’s out on that court, he 
forgets about everything else 
going on in his personal life. 
We’re looking forward to getting 
him back, but he’s going to take as 
much time as he needs.” 

West has battled bipolar disor- 
der and could face a league sus- 
pension stemming from an arrest 
last month on misdemeanor gun 
possession charges in Maryland. 


Iverson could miss 
up to 3 weeks with hamstring 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. — Memphis 
Grizzlies guard Allen Iverson 
could miss three weeks after an 
MRI revealed a partial tear in his 
left hamstring. 

The Grizzlies made the an- 
nouncement before Wednesday 
night’s exhibition game against 
the Oklahoma City Thunder. If 
the timetable is correct, Iverson 
would miss all of preseason, and 
his availability for the season 
opener at home against the De- 
troit Pistons on Oct. 28 would be 
in jeopardy. 

“The way I see it, I’m glad it’s 
happening right now rather than 
in the season,” Iverson said in 
a pregame press conference. 
“That’s the only positive thing I 
can take out of the whole thing.” 

Entering his 14th season, the 
four-time NBA scoring champ 
signed with the Grizzlies last 
month, the biggest name ever to 
join the franchise. Iverson said 
he’s never faced hamstring prob- 
lems and wants to make sure he is 
completely healed before return- 
ing to the court. 


Oklahoma State 
WR Bryant ineligible 


STILLWATER, Okla. — All- 
America wide receiver Dez 
Bryant was ruled ineligible by 
Oklahoma State, four days before 
the 15th-ranked Cowboys’ first 
Big 12 game. 

The university announced 
Wednesday that Bryant “failed to 
openly disclose to the NCAA the 
full details of his interaction with 
a former NFL player not affili- 
ated with OSU.” Oklahoma State 
(3-1) said it had already asked the 
NCAA to reinstate Bryant for the 
violation of bylaw 10.1(d), which 
prohibits players from knowingly 
providing false information to the 
NCAA regarding a possible rules 
violation. 

“T made a mistake by not being 
entirely truthful when meeting 
with the NCAA,” Bryant said 
in a statement released by the 
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university. “I sincerely regret 
my mistake and apologize to my 
teammates, coaches, OSU fans 
and the NCAA.” 

A top NFL prospect, Bryant 
caught 87 passes for 1,480 yards 
and 19 touchdowns last season 
and also scored twice on punt 
returns. He’s the only one of last 
year’s three finalists for the Bi- 
letnikoff Award who is still in 
school. 

This season, Bryant leads the 
team with 17 catches for 323 
yards and four TDs. He left Okla- 
homa State’s 41-24 victory over 
Rice after taking a hard hit and 
sat out a 56-6 victory over Gram- 
bling State two weeks ago. 

The Cowboys open Big 12 play 
on Saturday at Texas A&M (3-1). 


Tebow game-day decision 


GAINESVILLE, Fla. — Tim 
Tebow’s status for Saturday’s 
game at No. 4 LSU apparently 
will be a game-day decision. 

Florida coach Urban Meyer 
said his medical staff told him to 
prepare as if the injured Heisman 
Trophy-winning quarterback 
will play Saturday night in Baton 
Rouge.

PROVO, Utah — BYU coach 
Bronco Mendenhall kicked de- 
fensive back Shiloah Te’o off the 
team. 

Provo City Justice Court re- 
cords show that Te’o was charged 
Sept. 18 with driving under the in- 
fluence from an arrest in August. 

Mendenhall said in a statement 
Tuesday that Te’o has been dis- 
missed for an undisclosed viola- 
tion of team rules. 

He told The Salt Lake Tribune 
for a story posted online Wednes- 
day that he learned of the charge 
over the weekend, then decided 
to dismiss the sophomore safety 
after practice Tuesday night. 

Students at the Mormon 
church-owned school agree to 
live by BYU’s honor code, which 
forbids drinking alcohol. 


NHL fines Maple Leafs 
for tampering 
NEW YORK — The NHL fined 
the Toronto Maple Leafs an un-

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Sedin before they reached free 
agency.

Capt. Liz Crowley of the Deca- 
tur County Sheriff’s Office said 
Powell died Monday at a hospital 
in Tallahassee, Fla. 

He was acquired by the Astros 
in 2001 as part of a seven-player 
deal with the Detroit Tigers for 
catcher Brad Ausmus and pitcher 
C.J. Nitkowski. 

Powell was 7-18 with a5.94 ERA 
in 59 games for Detroit, Houston, 
San Francisco and Philadelphia.

NEW YORK — Derek Jeter 
turned on a slider and sent it soar- 
ing toward the seats.

“This is the fun time of year,”

type of ace New York envisioned 
when it gave him a $161 million 
contract and even Alex Rodri- 
guez broke out of his playoff rut 
with two run-scoring singles. 

After winning a record 26 
World Series titles while playing 
at old Yankee Stadium, New York 
wasn’t quite sure what a playoff 
game would feel like in its fancy 
new home. Then Jeter got the 
fans going with his 18th playoff 
home run, which tied Mickey 
Mantle and Reggie Jackson for 
third on the career list behind 
Manny Ramirez (28) and Bernie 
Williams (22).

Scott E. Wilson said a detective 
was assigned to the case because 
the death seemed unusual. 

An autopsy won’t be conducted 
before Thursday and no report 
will be issued before all toxicol- 
ogy and other tests are complete, 
likely in 6-8 weeks, said Allen G. 
Gerdes, Kitsap County chief dep- 
uty coroner.

Offense was at a premium for 
both teams’ sluggers. The Dodg- 
ers’ Manny Ramirez went 1-for-4 
with a double and a walk. Albert 
Pujols was 0-for-3 with two in- 
tentional walks for the NL Cen- 
tral champions.

Carpenter, the NL’s ERA lead- 
er (2.24) while going 17-4 and 2-0 
against the Dodgers this season, 
gave up four runs and nine hits 
in five innings. The right-hander 
walked four and struck out three. 

He came in with a career play- 
off record of 5-1 and a 2.53 ERA. 

Wolf let St. Louis load the bases 
with no outs in the first.

There were 
46,528 fans packed in the ballpark, wav- 
ing white-and-red “Fightin’ Phils” towels. 
Now, there’s no guarantee they’ll see an- 
other game this year.
